226,000. Congressman Rogers 
announced that favorable ac- 
tion by the House included an 
appropriation of $27,600 for the 
completion of the survey of the 
deepening of the Port of Palm 
Beach, Florida, $10,700 for sur- 
vey of the Shrimp Harbor of 
Fort Myers and Naples, Florida; 
$5,000 for Beach Erosion Study 
in Fort Myers and $3,700 for 
Beach Erosion in Palm Beach
